Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1, 13, 17, 19-24, drawn to a method for identifying candidate 
compounds that decreases the expression or activity of a mammalian 
polypeptide selected from SEQ ID NO:54, SEQ ID NO:57 and SEQ ID 
NO: 102 , classified in class 800, subclass 3. 

II. Claim 25, drawn to a method for identifying candidate compounds that 
increases the expression or activity of a daf-gene, classified in class 435, 
subclass 375. 

III. Claim 26, drawn to a method for identifying candidate compounds that 
increases the expression or activity of akt-gene, classified in class 435, 
subclass 375. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
invention of group I require a decrease in the expression of daf-16 related mammalian 
homologs, whereas the invention of groups II and III requires an increase in expression 
or activity of a daf-gene or akt-gene. In addition, the nucleotide sequences of def-16 
(SEQ ID NO:54, SEQ ID NO:57 and SEQ ID NO:102) are structurally and functionally 
distinct from the nucleotide sequences of other def-genes and akt-gene. Therefore 
these inventions have different designs, modes of operation, and effects and are not 
capable of use together. Thus these inventions are patentably distinct and are of 
separate uses. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required
